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This  reference  aid  provides  an  administrative 
directory  of  the  Cuban  Government  and  various 
official  and  mass  organizations,  with  the  names 
of  incumbent  key  personalities.  Brief  biographical 
notes  on  selected  personalities  are  included. 

The  information  for  this  publication  was  com- 
piled by  an  independent  research  group  and  judged 
to  be  of  sufficient  interest  to  warrant  further 
distribution.  The  latest  date  of  information  is 
January  1974. 

On  2 December  1973  the  Cuban  Council  of  Min- 
isters promulgated  Law  1257  that  established  new 
military  ranks  for  officers  of  the  Revolutionary 
Armed  Forces.  Since  then,  the  practice  of  refer- 
ring to  former  military  officers  now  holding 
civilian  positions  by  their  previous  ranks  has 
apparently  been  discontinued.  In  the  interest  of 
expediency,  this  publication  has  not  been  corrected 
to  reflect  the  many  cases  where  the  title  of  major 
no  longer  applies.  Some  corrections  have  been 
made,  however,  when  information  has  become  available, 
to  show  the  new  ranks  of  officials  of  the  Ministry 
of  the  Revolutionary  Armed  Forces. 

Hierarchical  and  alphabetical  indexes  of  the 
official  Cuban  organizations  are  provided  at  the 
front  of  the  directory.  At  the  end  is  an  alphabeti- 
cal index  to  the  names.

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COMMUNIST  PARTY  OF  CUBA  (PCC) 


Central  Committee  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Cuba  (PCC) 

On  2 October  1965,  the  Cuban  news  media  announced  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  Communist  Party 
of  Cuba,  made  up  of  100  members,  the  Politburo,  the  Secretariat, 
the  Organization  Secretariat  and  the  following  auxiliary  commis- 
sions: Revolutionary  Armed  Forces  and  State  Security  Commission; 
Commission  on  Economy;  Commission  on  Constitutional  Studies;  Com 
mission  on  Education;  Commission  on  Foreign  Relations.  The  Com- 
mission on  Revolutionary  Orientation  (COR)  was  established  a few 
days  later.  The  Commission  on  Labor  was  created  in  February 
1966;  the  Commission  on  Legal  Studies  was  established  in  late 
1969  on  a temporary  basis.  The  latter  is  in  charge  of  reviewing 
the  Civil  Law  Code  and  the  Defense  for  the  Society  Code  and  of 
organizing  a new  judicial  system. 

On  26  July  1970,  in  the  speech  delivered  by  Major  Fidel 
CASTRO  Ruz  at  Revolution  Square,  Havana,  he  said  that  in  his 
opinion,  the  Central  Committee  of  the  PCC  should  have  a Social 
Production  Bureau  in  addition  to  the  already  existing  politi- 
cal instrument  of  the  PCC  in  charge  of  coordinating  the  acti- 
vities carried  out  by  every  administrative  branch. 

Later  on,  the  following  five  sectors  were  established  at 
PCC  Central  Committee  level;  Construction;  Transportation  and 
Communications;  Sugar  Harvest;  Education,  Culture  and  Science; 
Consumer  Goods  and  Domestic  Trade  Industries.  The  following 
commissions  were  also  established;  Commission  on  Construction; 
Commission  on  Transportation  and  Communications;  Commission  on 
Sugar  Harvest;  Commission  on  Consumer  Goods  and  General  Services; 
Commission  on  Internal  Education;  Commission  for  Servicing  Cen- 
tral Organizations;  Commission  on  Social  Work. 

Pursuant  to  the  guidance  of  the  Politburo  of  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Cuba  (PCC) , on  24  November 
1972  the  Council  of  Ministers,  in  a session  held  for  an  adminis- 
trative reorganization  of  the  GOC,  resolved: 

a)  To  create  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  of 
Ministers,  composed  of  the  Prime  Minister  as  Chairman; 
a First  Vice-Prime  Minister;  and  seven  Vice-Prime  Mi- 
nisters . 

b)  To  group  all  GOC  administrative  central  organizations 
on  the  basis  of  their  fundamental  interrelations. 

c)  The  Prime  Minister  retained  the  direct  supervision  of  a 
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group  of  these  administrative  central  organizations; 
the  President  of  the  Republic  retained  the  direct 
supervision  of  another  such  group;  and  the  remaining 
administrative  central  organizations  were  grouped 
into  seven  different  sectors. 

d)  The  seven  sectors  in  question  are:  Construction  Sector; 
Transportation  and  Communications  Sector;  Surgar  Har- 
vest Sector;  Consumer  Goods  and  Domestic  Trade  Industry 
Sector;  Education,  Culture  and  Science  Sector;  Organi- 
zations Related  With  Foreign  Affairs;  Basic  Industry 
Sector.  Each  of  the  newly  appointed  Vice-Prime  Minis- 
ters were  charged  with  the  direction  of  one  of  these 
sectors . 

e)  The  first  five  of  the  already  mentioned  sectors,  which 
had  already  been  created  and  politically  established 
at  PCC  Central  Committee  level,  were  transferred  to 
the  administrative  organization  of  the  GOC  to  form  a 
part  thereof  in  line  with  the  agreements  adopted  by 
the  Council  of  Ministers  during  its  session  of  24 
November  1972. 

On  6 February  1973,  the  Politburo  of  the  Central  Committee 
of  the  Communist  Party  of  Cuba  agreed  to  increase  to  ten  the 
number  of  members  of  the  Secretariat  of  the  Committee  which  un- 
til that  moment  counted  with  only  six  members. 

In  early  March  1973,  Cuban  news  media  began  to  refer  to 
"Departments",  not  only  the  Commission  on  Revolutionary  Orien- 
tation (DOR) , but  the  Commissions  that  were  created  after  July 
1970,  and  the  newly  established  ones  as  well.  According  to 
that  information,  the  following  departments  are  attached  to  the 
PCC  Central  Committee:

Department  of  Social  Work. 

NOTE:  The  officials  of  the  above-mentioned  Departments  are  not 

PCC  Central  Committee  members. 

Of  the  original  100  members  of  the  Central  Committee  of  the 
PCC,  three  have  been  removed  from  their  positions:  Efigenio  AMEI 

JEIRAS  Delgado,  on  17  March  1966;  Ramon  CALCINES  Gordillo  and  Jo- 
se  MATAR  Franye,  on  25  January  1968.  Three  died  in  Bolivia  where 
they  were  operating  as  guerrillas:  Captain  Eliseo  REYES  Rodri- 
guez, on  20  April  1967;  Mayor  Antonio  SANCHEZ  Diaz,  on  2 June 
1967;  Major  Juan  Vitalio  ACUNA  Nunez,  on  31  August  1967.  On  1 
July  1971,  Major  Eddy  SUNOL  Ricardo  committed  suicide.  At  the 
time  of  his  death,  SUNOL  Ricardo  was  holding  the  position  of 
Vice-Minister  for  Political  Affairs  of  the  Ministry  of  Interior. 
On  24  March  1973,  Alfredo  YABUR  Maluff  passed  away.  At  the  time 
of  his  death  he  was  holding  the  position  of  Minister  of  Justice 
of  the  Cuban  Revolutionary  Government.  The  Central  Committee  of 
the  Communist  Party  of  Cuba  is  now  made-up  of  92  members. 

Of  the  92  members  of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  PCC,  64 
come  from  the  ranks  of  the  26th  of  July  Movement,  24  from  the 
ranks  of  the  Popular  Socialist  Party  (PSP) , and  four  from  the 
ranks  of  the  13th  of  March  Revolutionary  Directorate.  Of  the 
68  members  of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  PCC  who  are  not  old- 
guard  Communists,  at  least  nine  were  Marxist-Leninist  sympa- 
thizers although  they  belonged  to  other  revolutionary  organiza 
tions  during  the  struggle  against  the  Batista  regime.

Each  provincial  com- 
mittee is  made  up  of  about  25  persons,  among  them  the  First  Se- 
cretaries of  the  regional  committees,  and  includes  an  executive 
bureau  which  is  the  real  power  in  the  province. 

The  provincial  committees  exercise  the  leadership  of  the 
PCC  in  each  province  and  they  are  subordinate  only  to  the  PCC 
Central  Committee. 

There  are  53  regional  committees  of  the  PCC.  These  regional 
committees  are  subordinate  to  the  aforementioned  provincial  com- 
mittees and,  in  turn,  the  municipal  or  sectional  committees  are 
subordinate  to  them.  The  regional  committees  are  in  charge  of 
supervising,  controlling  and  directing  the  municipal  committees, 
sectional  committees  and  PCC  cells  that  are  located  in  their 
territory  in  accordance  with  the  directives  issued  by  the  corre 
sponding  provincial  committee.

Pursuant  to  the  guidance  of  the  Politburo  of  the  Central  Com- 
mittee of  the  Communist  Party  of  Cuba  (CCPCC) , at  a session  held 
on  24  November  1972  for  an  administrative  reorganization  of  the 
GOC,  the  Council  of  Ministers  resolved: 

I.  To  create  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Ministers, 
composed  of  the  Prime  Minister  as  Chairman  and  several  Vice- 
Prime  Ministers. 


II.  The  Council  of  Ministers  shall  thus  be  composed  of  the  Prime 
Minister,  the  Vice-Prime  Ministers  and  the  chiefs  of  the  Cen 
tral  organization  of  the  highest  administrative  hierarchy, 
that  is,  the  ministers  and  the  remaining  central  organizations 
with  rank  of  ministries.

This  sector  would  include  the  INRA 
and  the  central  organizations  annexed  to  the  Council  of  Minis- 
ters -National  Institute  for  Forestry  Development  and  Utilizat- 
ion ( INDAF)  and  CUBATABACO-  which  henceforth  shall  be  under  the 
direction  of  INRA. 

V.  At  Provincial  Level: 

a)  Provisionally,  and  with  a view  to  improving  the  coordi- 
nation of  the  work  of  the  provincial  chiefs  of  the  organizations 
under  the  direction  of  the  Council  of  Ministers,  or  annexed  to  it, 
the  chiefs  will  be  grouped  together  in  a provincial  council  that 
will  have  an  executive  committee  composed  of  the  delegates  desig- 
nated by  the  Vice-Prime  Ministers  in  coordination  with  the  de- 
legates of  the  Politburo  or  the  First  Secretaries  of  the  provin- 
cial committees. 
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The  function  of  this  council  of  provincial  chiefs  will  be 
primarily  coordination.  Its  main  task  will  be  to  coordinate  and 
support  the  implementation  of  the  production  and  service  plans, 
and  the  guidance  and  directives  issued  by  the  various  national 
organizations,  the  Vice-Prime  Ministers,  and  the  Prime  Minister. 
These  directives  cannot  be  altered  under  any  circunstances  without 
the  prior  knowledge  and  approval  of  the  pertinent  central  autho- 
rity. Immediately,  and  until  the  state  organizations  at  that  le- 
vel are  formed,  the  delegate  of  the  Politburo  or  the  First  Secre- 
tary of  the  PCC  Provincial  Committee  will  be  in  charge  of  super- 
vising and  directing  the  functioning  of  the  aforesaid  provincial 
council  or  delegates  of  the  Vice-Prime  Ministers,  or  the  provin- 
cial section  chiefs  and  also  the  work  of  the  provincial  delegat- 
ions of  all  the  central  organizations.  This  will  also  include 
supervising  the  provincial  directorates  of  the  organizations 
directly  under  the  Prime  Minister.  In  this  task,  the  delegate 
of  the  Politburo  or  the  First  Secretary  of  the  PCC  Provincial 
Committee  will  support  the  guidance  and  directives  issued  -within 
their  purview-  by  the  ministers  and  chiefs  of  the  central  orga- 
nizations, as  well  as  the  guidance  and  directives  of  the  Vice- 
Prime  Ministers  or  the  Prime  Minister  -all  of  which  cannot  be 
altered  under  any  circumstance  without  the  pertinent  central  au- 
thority's prior  knowledge  and  approval-  whenever  political 
circumstances  so  warrant. 

b)  In  areas  where  conditions  so  warrant,  regional  councils 
will  be  formed.  These  will  be  composed  of  the  section  chiefs 
and  the  chiefs  of  the  delegations  of  the  central  organizations, 
on  the  basis  of  the  same  principles  established  for  the  various 
provinces,  with  the  approval  of  the  Prime  Minister. 


By  Law  #1245  of  8 May  1973,  the  Cuban  Institute  for  Norma- 
lization, Metrology  and  Quality  Control  was  created  as  a central 
organization  under  the  direction  of  the  Council  of  Ministers.

"YOUTH  LABOR  ARMY  (EJT) " 


The  Youth  Labor  Army  (EJT)  was  established  by  Law  No.  1253 
of  2 August  1973.  The  Centennial  Youth  Column  (CJC) ; the  micro- 
organizations that  were  engaged  in  production  work;  and  the  FAR 
Labor  Units,  that  is,  the  Permanent  Infantry  Divisions  (DIP), 
merged  into  the  EJT. 

Article  No.  1 of  Law  No.  1253  establishes  that  the  EJT  is  a 
paramilitary  organization  attached  to  the  Ministry  of  Revolutionary 
Armed  Forces  (MINFAR)  and  subordinated  to  the  Minister  of  the  MINFAR. 

Article  No.  2 of  the  already  mentioned  Law  decrees  that  youth 
of  military  age  who  have  to  register  for  active  military  service  but 
are  not  summoned  by  the  FAR  to  join  its  regular  units,  will  have  to 
join  the  EJT;  that  youths  who  are  taking  educational  courses  at  dif- 
ferent levels  may  join  the  EJT  as  post-graduated  in  the  form  and 
manner  that  will  be  prescribed  by  the  Social  Service  Law. 

Article  No.  6 of  Law  No.  1253  establishes  that  EJT  members 
will  be  considered  as  military  men  on  active  duty,  consequently 
they  are  sub ject  to  military  rules  and  regulations  and  will  wear 
the  appropiate  uniform. 
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Other  articles  of  this  Law  establish  that  the  Revolutionary 
Armed  Forces  (FAR)  will  furnish  during  peace  time  the  necessary 
administrative  and  material  support  to  carry  out  military  training 
missions  and  that  once  the  active  service  training  period  is  over, 
EJT  trainees  will  automatically  become  FAR  Reserve  members.

He  did  not  participate  in  any  revolutionary  activity 
although  he  sympathized  with  the  revolution.  As  of  1945  he  was 
a very  close  friend  of  the  late  Minister  of  Justice,  Alfredo  YABUR 
Maluf . 


"JUDICIAL  SYSTEM" 

Law  No.  1250,  known  as  the  Law  for  the  Organization  of  the 
Judicial  System,  publisehd  in  Official  Gazette  of  23  June  1973, 
decreed  the  reorganization  of  the  Cuban  Judicial  System.  To  that 
effect,  it  was  necessary  to  modify  the  Twelfth  Article  of  the  Cons^ 
titution . 

Chapter  No.  1 of  the  Law  for  the  Organization  of  the  Judicial 
System  states  that  the  jurisdictional  function  originates  from 
the  Socialist  Revolutionary  Power,  which  function  is  exercised 
through  the  following  courts  and  tribunals: 

a)  Supreme  People's  Tribunal 

b)  Provincial  People's  Tribunals 

c)  Regional  People's  Tribunals 

d)  People's  Tribunals 

e)  Military  Courts  and  Tribunals. 

Chapter  No.  1 of  this  Law  also  states  that  all  those  who  impart 
justice  as  president  of  a tribunal,  president  of  a court  or  as  a 
judge  -whether  professional  or  non-professional-  are  comprised  undei 
the  general  denomination  of  judges  (*) , and  those  who  engaged  in 
functions  pertaining  to  the  Attorney-General,  the  District  Attorney 
or  Public  Prosecutors  Offices,  are  comprised  under  the  general  deno- 
mination of  prosecutors. 

Law  No.  1250  establishes  that  Courts  of  Justice  and  Prosecuting 
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Attorneys  Offices  constitute  a Socialist  Revolutionary  Power  orga- 
nization system;  that  Courts  of  Justice  are  subordinated  to  the 
Council  of  Ministers;  and  the  Prosecuting  Attorneys  Offices  derive 
directly  from  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Ministers, 
from  which  they  will  receive  orders  and  instructions. 

Temporary  provisions  of  this  new  code  decree  that  as  of  the 
date  when  the  new  tribunals  are  establisehed , the  now  existing 
ordinary,  revolutionary  and  popular  tribunals,  the  Superior  Mili- 
tary Tribunal,  and  the  General  Staff  Tribunal  of  the  Ministry  of 
Interior,  will  become  extinct. 

During  the  evening  hours  of  2 July  1973,  the  Executive  Council 
of  the  Supreme  People's  Tribunal  -which  replaces  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Justice-  took  office  and  was  duly  authorized  to  dictate,  within 
a period  of  ninety  days,  the  by-laws  and  regulations  for  all  the 
People's  Tribunals. 

(*)  Professional  judges  are  those  who  are  Attorneys  and  non-profe£ 
sional  or  lay  judges  are  those  who  do  not  have  a university 
degree .

UNION  OF  YOUNG  COMMUNISTS  (UJC) 


The  Union  of  Young  Communists  (UJC) , was  founded  in  April 
1962  at  the  time  of  the  last  congress  of  the  Association  of  Young 
Rebels  (AJR) , which  organization  it  replaced. 

The  AJR  was  founded  in  late  1959  sponsored  by  the  Department 
of  Revolutionary  Instruction  of  the  Rebel  Army,  with  the  purpose  of 
grouping  youths  who  supported  the  revolution  but  did  not  belong  to 
any  previously  established  organization. 

In  late  October  1960,  when  the  First  National  Plenary  As- 
sembly of  the  AJR  was  held,  all  revolutionary  youth  organizations, 
including  the  Socialist  Youth  (Youth  Section  of  Old-guard  Com- 
munists) , merged  with  the  AJR. 

The  UJC  is  the  youth  organization  of  the  Communist  Party 
of  Cuba  (PCC ) and  membership  starts  at  the  age  of  14.  Youths 
under  14  may  belong  to  the  Union  of  Cuban  Pioneers  (UPC)  which, 
theoretically,  is  an  autonomous  organization  but,  in  fact,  is 
controlled  and  directed  by  the  UJC. 

Youths  who  do  not  belong  to  the  UJC  or  to  the  UPC  are 
politically  controlled  by  the  Federation  of  Mid-Level  Education 
Students  (FEEM)  and  by  the  Federation  of  University  Students 
(FEU).  These  organizations,  although  apparently  of  an  autonomous 
character,  are  controlled  and  directed  by  the  UJC.  No  youth  under 
27  years  of  age  can  escape  the  political  control  exerted  by  the 
UJC. 


The  most  important  tasks  of  the  UJC  consist  in  making  sure 
that  youths  are  given  Marxist-Leninist  indoctrination;  that  they 
engage  in  voluntary  work  and  that  they  cooperate  in  the  defense 
of  the  country. 

The  structure  of  the  UJC  is  a carbon  copy  of  that  of  the 
PCC.  UJC  base  committees,  which  are  the  lowest  level  in  the 
organization  and  similar  to  the  PCC  cells,  are  established  at  all 
educational  centers  and  places  of  employment,  be  they  stores, 
government  offices,  cooperatives,  state  farms  or  factories.

On  28  September  1960  , upon  Fidel  CASTRO  Ruz'  return  to  Cuba 
after  having  attended  the  Fifteenth  Ordinary  Period  of  Sessions, 
General  Assembly,  United  Nations,  he  delivered  a speech  in  the 
city  of  Havana  in  which  he  announced  that  the  Revolutionary  Govern 
ment  was  going  to  establish  a nationwide  system  of  collective  sur- 
veillance organized  in  such  manner  that  everyone  would  watch  and 
be  watched  at  the  same  time. 

As  a result  of  this  speech,  Committees  for  the  Defense  of 
the  Revolution  (CDR)  were  established  on  every  block  in  all  cities 
and  towns  and  at  every  urban  and  rural  place  of  employment.  The 
main  function  of  these  committees  at  the  time  of  their  establish- 
ment, was  the  surveillance  of  activities  agains  the  Cuban  regime. 

Although  surveillance  is  still  its  main  function,  the  CDR 
also  cooperates  with  all  types  of  activities  carried  out  in  the 
country.
